For the Nobilities, the: Confideration thereof will fatt 
into theſe Queſtions, 

The Firft of their Yotes in Parliament,. ( which was 
touched before) what Proportion they ſhall bear ro the 
Nobility of England, wherein if the Proportion which thall 
be thought fir, be not full, yet your Majef may out of 
your Prerogative ſupply it; for although you cannot make 
fewer of Scotland, yet you may make more of Enzland. - 

The Second is touching the Place, and Precedence where£ 
in to Marſhal them according to the Precedence of England 
in your Majeſties Stile, and according to the N.bility of 
Treland; that is, all-Eng/ifh Barls firfF, and then Scottiſh 
will be thought unequal for Scotlayd! - To Marjhal them 
according to Antiquity, will be thought unequal for Zug/and. 
Becauſe I hear rhe Nobility. is generally more Ancient : 
And therefore the Queſtion will be, Whether the indiffe- 
renteſt way were not to take them interchangeably : As 
for Example, Firſt, the. Ancient Earl of England; and then 
the Ancient Ear! of Scotland; and fo Alternis Vicibus. ; 

For the Laws, ro make an entire and perfet nos, it is 
a: matter of preat- difficulty and length, both-in the Colle- 
Fing. of them; and in the Paſſing of them. For Firſt, as 
ro the Colleting of them; there muſt be made by the Zaws 


yers of either Nation; a Digeſt, under Titles of their ſeveral 


Laws and Cuſtoms, as well Common Laws, as Statutes, that

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ere; may appear, atd be:diſcerned of. / And- for the :Paſ- 
fng of them, we fee by experience, that Parrias mos is:deat 
to all Men, und that Men are bred and nouriſhed up in 
the Love of it, and therefore how harſh Changes and /x- 
wovareons are. And weſee likewiſe what Diſputation and 
Argument the A/zeration 'of ſome one Law doth cauſe and 
bring forth,” how nzuch more the Alteration of the whole 
Corps of the Law > Therefore the firſt Pue/40n will be, Whes 
ther it be not good to proceed by Parts, and ro take that that 
is molt neceſlary, and leave the reſt to Time > The Parts 
therefore, or SubjeQt of Zaws, ate for this Purpoſe fitlieſt di- 
ſttibuted, according to that ordinary Diviſion of Criminal and 
Civil, and thoſe of Cremival Cauſes, into Capital and Penal. 

The ſecond Queſtion therefore is, allowing the General 
7nion of Laws to be too great a Work to embrace, whether 
it were not convenient that Caſes Capital were the fam*® in 
both Nations, Hay the Caſes, I do not ſpeak of rhe Procetd- 
ings-or Trials ; That is to ſay, whether the ſame Offences 
werenotfit to be made Treaſon or Felony in both places? 

The third Q»e/tiox is, whether Caſes Penal, though not 
Capital, yet itthey concern the Pablick State, or otherwiſe 
the Diſcipline of Manners, were not fit likewiſe to be brought 
into one Degree, as the Cafe of Mi/prifion of Treaſon, The 
Caſe of Premunire, the Caſe of Fugitives, the- Coſe of Tnceſty 
the Caſe of Simony, and the reſt, 

But the Que/-ox thar is more urgent than any of theſe, is, 
whether the'e Caſes, at the leaſt, be they of a higher or infe- 
riour degree, wherein the Fat commuted, or A done 1n 
Scotland, may prejudice the State and Subjetts of England, 
or e conver ſo, are not to be reduced imto one Vniformity, of 
Law and puniſhment ; as for example, a Perjury commurted 
in a Court of Juſtice in Scotland, cannot be prejudicial in Emg+ 
land, becau's Depoſations taken in Scotland, cannor-be pro» 
duced and uſed here #n England. But a Forgery of a Deed in 


Scotland, 1 mean with a talſe Date of Eng/and may be uſed

and givenin Evidence in Exg/and. So-likewiſe-the Jepas 
pulating of a 7ews in Scorland,. doth not direQly prejudice 
the State of Evgland: Burt if.an Engliſh Merchant ſhall cagry 
Silver and Gold 1nto Scotland (as he-may )- and thence tran- 
ſport it into forraign parts, this. prejudiceth the Stare of 
Eng/aud; and may be an Evalion to all the Laws of Exg/and, 
ordained in that Cafe: And theretors had need ro be bridled 
withas ſevere a: Law in Scotland, as is here in Eug/and, 

Of this kind-there are many Laws. 

The Law of the 5 oth. of Rich. the 2. of going over with» 

out licence, ifthere be not the like Law in Scotland will be 
fruſtrated and evaded: For any Subjet of England may go 
firſt into Scos/axd, and thence into forraign parts. 
So the: Lame prohibiting Tranſportation of ſundry Come 
modities, . as Gold, and Silver, Ordnance, Artillery, Corn, 8c. 
if there be not a Correſpondence. of Laws in Scotland, will 
in like mannee be deluded and fruſtrate :. Fot any Erg/iſ 
Mercbant or Subjett may. carry ſuch Commodities: firtt in- 
to Scotland, as well as he may. carry them from. Port to 
. Port in Emg/axd. And out of Sco7land.inro Forraiga Parts, 
without-any peril of Law. . - 

So Libels may be deviſed and writteniin Scotland, and 
publiſhed and ſcattered in Exg/and. | 

Treaſons may be plotted in Scotland and executed in 
En2land. 

And.ſoin many other Caſes, if there be not the like Se- 
verity of Law. in Scotland, to reſtrain. Offences, that there 
is in England ; Cwhereof we are here ignorant whether 
there be or no) It will be a. Gap or ſtop even-for Exg/i/h 
Subjefs to eſcape and avoid the Laws of Exzland. 

But for Treaſons the- beſt is that by the Statute of 26, 
K. Hen. the 8. Cap, 13. any Treaſon committed in Scot 
land, may be proceeded with in Exg/and as well as 7reaſo: s 
committed in Fraxce, Rome, or el:ewhere. 
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© For Conrts of Juftire, Trials, Proceſs, and' other Admi- 
niſtration of Laws, to make any Alteration in either Na- 
tion, it will be a Thing ſo new and unwonted to either 
People ; That it may be doubted it will make the” Admi- 
aiſtration of Juſtice, ( Which of all other Things ought to 
be known, and certain as the beaten way ) to become in- 
tricate and uncertain: And beſidcs, I do not ſee that the 
Severalty of Adminiſtration of Fuſtice, though it be by 
Court Soveraig» of laſt reſort ; (mean without Appeal, or 
Errour,) is any Impediment at all to the Union of a Xing- 
dom: As we lee by Experience, in the ſeveral Courts.of 
Parliament, wn the Xinedom of Prance: And I have bee 
always of Opinion, that the Suhjeds of England do alrea+ 
dy ferch Juſtice ſomewhat far off, more than in any Na- 
tion that 1 know, the largeneſs of the Xingdom conſidered, 
though it be holpen in ſome part by the Circuits of the 
Judges; And the two Councels at Tork, and the Marches 
of Wales eſtabliſhed. 

But it may be a Queſtion, whether 'as Commune Vinculam, 
of the Juſtice of both Nations; your Majeſty ſhould not 
eret ſome Court about your perſon in the Nature of the 
Grand Councel of France: To which Court you might by 
way of Evecation draw Cauſes from the ordinary Judges 
of both Nations ; For ſo doth the French King from all the 
Courts of Parliament in Fraxce; many of which are more 
remote from Paris-than any parc of Scotland is from Low 
dow. 

For Receipts -and Finances, I ſee no Queſtion will ariſe; 
In regard it will be Matter of Ncceſlity to eſtabliſh in Scor- 
land, a Receit of Treaſure, tor Payments, and Erogations 
to be made. in thoſe parts: And'for the 7reaſare- of Spare, 
ig-cither Reeeipts the Cuffoms thereof. may well be ſeve- 
ral; conſidering by your Majeſties Commandment, they 
may be at all times removed, or diſpoſed according to your 
Majeſties Occaftons.

For Admiralty or Navy, I ſee no grteat Queſtion will a- 
riſe: For I fee no Inconvenience for your Majeſty to con- 
tinue Shipping in Scotland, And for the Furiſdiitions of 
th&ddmiralities, and the Profit, and Caſualcies of them, 
they will be reſpeQtive unto the Cogfts, over againſt which 
the Scas lye, and are ſituated ; As it is here with the 44+ 
miralties of England. 

And for Merchandizing, it may be a Queltion, whether 
that the Companies of the Merchant Adventurers, of the 
Turkie Merchants and the Muſcovy Merchants, (if. they 
ſhall be continued, )- ſhould not be compounded of Mer- 
chants of both Nations, Engliſh and Scottiſh. For to leave 
Trade tree in the one Nation, and to have it re\\rained in the 
other, may percale breed ſome 7nconventency. 

For Freedoms and Liberties the Charters of both Nati» 
ons may be vevived: And.of ſuch Liberties as are agreea- 
ble, and convenient for the S»4jets, 'and Peop'e of both 
Nations, one Great Charter may be made, and confirmed to 
the Subjefts of Britain; And tholz Liberties which are pes 
culiar or proper to either Natios, to ſtand in State as they 


do 


But for Impeſis and Cuſtoms, it will be a great. PueFtion 


how to accomodate then, and reconcile them :-For'it they : 


be much ealier in Scotland than they be here in England, 
( which is a Thing I know not ) then th's inconvenience will 
tollow/ ; That the Merchants of England, may unlade in 


the Ports of Scotland; and this X;-gaom ty bz tferved from

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thence, and your Majeſties Cuſtoms abated. _ 

And for the Queſtion, whether the Scortiſh Merchants 
ſhould pay Strangers Cuffom in England, that reſteth upon 
the Point of Naturalization, which [ touched before. 

Thus have I made your Majefty a brief and naked Me- 
morial of the Articles and Points of this great Cauſe, which 
may ſerve only to excite and ſtir up your Majefties Royal 
Tudgment, and the Judgment of Wiſer Men, whom you will 
be pleaſed to call co it: Wherein I will not preſume to 
perſwade or diſlwade any thing; Nor to interpoſe my 
own Opinion; But do expeCt Light from your MajeFies 
Royal Direions, unto the which I ſhalt ever ſubmit my 
Judgment, and apply my Travail: And I moſt humbly 
pray your Majeſty in this which is done to pardon my Er- 
rors, and to cover them with my good Intention and Mean- 
ing, and Deſire I have to do your Majefty Service, and te 
acquit the Truſt that was repoſed in me, and chiefly in 
your Majeſties benign and gracious Acceptation.
